Failure and Alternative 


NLY TWO DAYS WERE REQUIRED TO 
wreck the conference which had been 

called to try to discover the way to an agree- 
ment on the Sirois Report's recommendations 
for reshaping of Dominion-provincial col- 
laboration in vital economic and other as- 
pects of our national life—particularly with 
respect to those proposals the federal govern- 
ment thought wise te adopt in order that 
Canada's war effort might be more effec 
tively accelerated. The Premiers of British 
Columbia, Alberta, and Ontario defiantly re- 
fused to sit down and discuss the question, 
either in the meeting as a whole or in a 
less cumbersome committee procedure. No 
other course remained, therfore, but to dis 
solve the gathering before some tempers 
reached an explosive point. 

While Mr. King confided to the delegates 
that he at first was not at all enthusiastic 
about the calling of the meeting, after Fi- 
nance Minister Isley had convinced him the 
government would be taking a great respon- 
sibility if it neglected to act at once, a unani- 
mous decision of the cabinet had resulted. 
But however disappointed he may have been 
with the short life of the deliberations, none 
the less by the language employed by some 
of the provincial leaders, the Prime Minister 
felt that at least one good purpose had been 
served: It had brought from the heads of 
all the provincial administrations a unani 
mous expression of their determination to 
back the war effort and to co-operate with 
the federal authorities in whatever measures 
might be deemed necessary to take as the 
conflict progressed. 

Half an hour before the Dominion cabinet 
retired for a private session to discuss the 
apparent failure of the conference, and to 
decide its course, Premier Pattullo—sensing 
the probable sequel to the British Columbia 
Alberta-Ontario strategy of sabotage—sug 
gested the gathering form committees to dis 
cuss wartime relations ‘between the prov- 


<inces and the Dominion, without reference, | 
of course, to the precise business for which | 


the provincial delegations had been assem 
bled. The head of the government of this 
province had heard Mr. Iisley’s warning that 
failure to agree on mutual concessions might 
oblige the federal treasury to invade the 
provincial financial realm by 4 further in- 
come tax levy, by the imposition of federal 
succession duties, by refusal to contribute 
any more toward the cost of unemployment 
relief, and even by the rationing of gasoline 
from which the provinces obtain substantial 
annual revenues, The mind of Mr. Pattyllo 
obviously was exercised. Only average in- 
telligence is required to understand what 
effect such a policy would have on the in- 
ternal economy of British Columbia. 
Apart altogether from the attitude of Mr 
Aberhart and Mr. Hepburn, and what the 
warning from the federal Minister of Fi- 
nance may imply for Alberta and Ontario, 


* it will be for Mr. Pattullo to explain to our 


people how such a program of financial in 
vasion of this province would compare on 
balance with the recommendations of the 
Sirois Report as specifically laid down In Plan 
No, 1—if they had been adopted. The Pre- 
mier of British Columbia has admitted that 
the Dominion government “can take any 
action deemed necessary to the winning of 
the war, and that the people are solidly be- 
hind the government that every resource 
which we possess shall be brought into 
action at the earliest possible moment for 
the purpose of furthering our war effort ‘i 
All British Columbians subscribe heartily to 
this definite resolve;-- 

There is no reason to suppose that the 
policy of co-operation between this province 
and the Dominion as far as the conduct of 
the war is concerned will undergo material 
change as a result of the fiasco at Ottawa. 
Mr. Pattullo has decided British Columbia’s 
course in the matter of the Sirois Report's 
principal recommendations. It is his responst- 
bility—for he dominates his cabinet—to mark 
well that he has consented to such proce- 
dure as may be determined by the Dominion 
government in the light of thé assurance 
given. The people of this province are put- 
ting the war first.. They are not urgently 
interested in provincial manoeuvre or paro- 
chial controversy. They will hold their Pre- 
mier strictly to account for his behaviour 
at Oftawa—and after. 


Feeling the Pinch 


APANESE LEADERS ARE EVIDENTLY 
beginning to discover that the formula 
the United States is employing to stop the 
totalitarian powers by every means short 
of war is, in some vital respects, actually 
worse than armed conflict. Tokyo barely 
had time to stage the inauguration of the 
puppet Wang Ching-wei regime in Nanking 
and get out the press releases when Wash- 
ington announced new loans to China 
amounting to $100,000,000, and Great Britain 
rushed up with a supplemental $40,000,000 to 
help maintain the Chiang Kai-shek govern- 
ment in Chungking. And it was no comfort 
when the Kremlin announced tartly from 
Moscow a few days later that Soviet volicy 
toward China “remains without change.” 
‘The Russians have sent small but continuing 
amounts of supplies to the Chinese Na-

during the last two years on. shipments of 
goods to Japan, of course, were not taken 
very sériously because Tokyo was wise 
enough to see that they were imposed half- 
heartedly and applied to items not when they 
might cause the most serious pinch. in 
Japan but only when reviving industrial out- 
put in the United States made it necessary 
to keep the raw materials and machines at 
home. But when steel was added to scrap 
iron and the embargo or license list was 
stretched to include iron ore and ferro alloys, 
the Japanese steel industry ran into a crisis 
from which it has not yet recovered. 

It.was little more than a month ago that 
dramatic. evidence turned up of the con- 


fusion which the scrap embargo caused 
among Japanese industrial leaders. On 
December 6, the entire board of directors 
and auditors of the Nippon Iron Manufac- 
turing Co., Japan’s No. 1 iron and steel pro 
ducer, resigned. Nippon Iron is a semi- 
government concern, nearly half of its stock 
being held in the name of the Minister of 
Finance, and it makes practically all of 
Japan's pig iron. The Japanese cabinet was 
still working frantically last week on a plan 
for the reorganization of the nation’s whole 
iron and steel industry to meet the new con- 
ditions imposed by the scrap embargo. Other 
“readjustments” no doubt will follow as the 
confident “new orderites” at Toyko realize 
their supply of “trump cards” is running 
out of the economic as well as the political 
pack 


Mr. Mayhew’s Pian 


OVERNMENTS, FINANGIAL MEN, 

and industrialists require a good deal 
of persuasion before they will yield to the 
substitution of, apparently unorthodox 
methods for the traditional procedure to 
which they cling until the sheer weight of 
circumstance brings about change overnight. 
We are reminded of this obvious truism by 
a speech which Mr, R. W. Mayhew, M.P., 
delivered to the Kiwanis Club on Tuesday, 
during which he recommended that Canada 
say to Great Britain that everything we 
have in this country which she needs, and 
which* we can well spare, is hers for the 
asking—at her own price. In addition to 
this, we should tell her that we will take 
anything she has to sell that she does not 
require in her business of continually equip- 
ping herself to defeat the enemy. 

Mr. Mayhew argues that Canada should | 
take Britain’s 1.0.U. for the goods she at | 
not pay for by export, and that we should 
treat that I.0.U. as a businessman would treat 
a similar document from a good customer. 
He contends, too, that the Bank of Canada 
could furnish the Dominion with sufficient 
currency to support the production of goods, 
with these L0.U.'s as its security. For “in 
wartime you have to take chances, and I'd 
rather take that chance than risk slavery 
under the heel of Germany.” 

Victoria’s member in the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa does well to talk plainly 
as a businessman, who has shown by prac- 
tical application of his own philosophy that 
lip-service to the cause of patriotism and the 
Commonwealth's aim in this testing, time is 
not enough. He need offer no apology for 
proposals that do not conform to indoc- 
trinated procedure in the “best business cir- 
As the war progresses, not to mention 
the demands for changes under innumerable 
heads when we face its aftermath, many 
commercial usages and social formulas at 
which some may shudder at this stage will 
be taken in our stride. “Necessity knows no 
law” is an adage that can be followed with 
advantage to permit us to keep up with the 
times in any way that decent dealing | 
sanctions.

CAN WE ATTACKT 


MORE countries the Nazis 
invade in this war the better 
for us. The more outright ene- 
mies Hitler creates for himself 
the sooner he seals his own door: 
That is an important point to re- 
member while Axis diplomats are 
jockeying for entry into Bulgaria, 
or undisputed passage through 
Bulgaria.

“Therefore be it resolved that 
| the retail merchants’ committee 
| of the Chamber of Commerce re-

| Vancouver Island.”

The subject, conceived with | 
| brilliant imagination as a book 
|review by Prof. Spencer, Was un- 
folded in the discourse of two 
men, one of whom, Gregory, had 
been in a coma brought about by 
the passage of the world through 
| the nebulous tail of a comet, for 
41 years. The other man, Emo, 
born after the astronomical pheno- 
menon, knew the world only as he 
saw it 

Qn resuming active existence, 
Gregory was astounded to dis 
cover that the face of the earth 
was profoundly different from its 
former state. Comparatively few 
kinds of plants remained, consist 
} ing principally of coniferous trees 

and unattractive herbaceous 
| spec ies, 
| Fruitétrees and practically all 
kinds of garden vegetables no 
longer occurred naturally, . the 
jhuman diet was restricted to a 
|}monotonous degree; cotton for 
clothing and other uses did not 
exist. In walks into the country 
Gregory found that insects of all 
kinds had ceased to exist, evi- 
dently having been exterminated 
due to physiological consequences 
arising from the astronomical 
phenomenon which 41 years 
earlier had affected many of the 
|} human species. 
| The absence of insects was to 
Gregory the clue to the strange 
organic make-up of: the earth 
Of course, all plants depending on 
pollination by insects were ex 
|} tinct; the peculiar silence, un- 
| noticed by Emo,.was due to the 
}absence of all land birds which | 
}had-depended on insect food in the | 
nestling stage; likewise all fresh 
water fish were no more 
| While Emo enthused over the 
now Juxuriant growth of the re. 
maining plants, freed from insect 
attack, and the new freedom of 
man and his animals from the | 
annoyance of insects, Gregory | 
found the world dull, devoid of | 
color and song, the population re- 
|duced to a monotonous diet and | 
impoverished in countless ways | 
{by the extinction of the former 
insect masters of the world | 

There were also tremendous | 
changes in human racia] distribu- 
tion and in the status of the dif- 
ferent races. Those formerly re- 
stricted largely to the equatorial 
belt and held down by the terrific 
toll of insect-borne disease, had 
virtually boiled over in the ab- 
sence of this check, migrating to 
and dominating all parts of the 
earth's surface. The white race | 
could now enter tropical areas 
without check, but here as else 
where was dependent upon the 
colored races, who with infinite 
patience in agricultural pursuits, 
particularly- in the hand polilina 
tion of plant species that would 
otherwise perish, provided the 
few luxury items in the diet of a 
world without insects 

The many interesting features 
all established facts of entomo 
logical science, were woven to- 
gether in a°* masterly fashion by 
Professor Spencer. The illusion 
of a world without insects was so 
intense that persons in the 
audience inquired as to the source 
of the imaginary book reviewed 
by.the speaker.
